DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 13-15, 18-21, and 24-32 are pending in the instant application. Claims 1- 
12, 16-17, and 22-23 are canceled.

Reasons for Allowance 

The present invention is directed to a process for the isolation of a 3R, 2'R 
stereoisomer of glycopyrronium bromide or iodide, wherein the product is isolated via 
preceipitation and crystallization. The closest prior art of record is U.S. Pat. No. 
6,307,060 (Noe et al.), which teaches a similar process. A timely filed terminal 
disclaimer has been filed to overcome any potential double patenting issues.
